CLEVELAND, Aug. 6.—The Brown 


itrikers have resorted to injunction pro. 
ceedings in the effort to bring the com- 
pany to terms. 


A petition was filed in the common 


pleas court by L. A. Russell, as attorney 


i for William Stanley, a taipftyei, pray- 
! ing for a restraining order against the 
Brown company and the mayor to pre- 
vent the calling out of additional mili- 
tary companies or the"making of a dis- 
play of force in the vicinity of the 
works calculated to provoke a breach of 
the peace. 
The petition, which is very long, re- 


•cites the whole story of the lockout a'nd 
strike and represents that all the trou- 
ble has be«n caused by sympathizers 
*nd not bv the strikers themselves. 


It is alleged that the calling out of 
the police and military has entailed an 
•unnecessary expense upon the taxpayers 
»nd for that reason the injunction is 
»sked. Judge Noble set the hearing for 
Friday without granting a temporary 
restraining order. Tho Central Labor 
union failed to order a sympathy 
strike.

Grain Rate Manipulation!. 


CHICAGO. Ang. 6.—The inquiry of the 


interstate commerce commission re- 
garding grain rate manipulations a' 
Kansas City promises some sensationa 
results. Vice President Truesdale of 
tha Bock island and Joint A«e 
Maegly of Kansas City were the onr 
witnesses. The investigation has re 
solved itself into a battle royal between 
the local roads not running through 
Kansas City and the through lines. 
President Stickney of the Grea 
Westera, a local road, tried to prove 
that the western connections of the In- 
diana, Illinois and Iowa, and the Elgin, 
Joliefe and Eastern Ben lines around 
Chicago had authorised these roads to 
pay large rebutes to heavy grain ship- 
pers, and that the treasurer* of the dif- 
ferent through lines had turned over 
money to their attorneys to be paid 
shipper^ as rebates. Mr. Truesdale de- 
nied cognizance of these deals during 
the period covered by the inquiry, April 
1, to date. 
The interest of the day centered 


around the evidence of General Maeg- 
ly of Kansas City. Maegly's evidence 
proved that the manner of reconsigcing 
grain from Kansas to the East is very 
loose, that expense bills are traded in, 
and the identity of grain lost. When 
asked to produce the expense bills of 
the different roads Maegly said he had 
turned them all over to the interested 
roads, which will be asked to produce 
them in evidence.

His worldl; 


goods increased, and he was a power in 
and about Frankfort and his section o 
Indiana. He was an active num. His 
business—that of a trader—thrived un 
der his watchfulness aud care, and he 
became widely known, and he had. 
moreover, ths reputation of being one 
of the shrewdest traders in the west 


As his business grew Mr. Miller in 


vested his surplus earnings and hi! 
property holdings increased, and be ac 
quired considerable property in several 
of the states outside his native one. 


Three years ago, and like lightning

A HILL THAT VIBRATES. 


Interating- DUcovcrfes of the South Da- 


kota Geological Snrrer. 


The geological surveying party which 


recently left Vermilion under the di- 
rection of State Geologist J. E. Todd of 
South Dakota is sending back interest- 
ing reports of its investigations in the 
Bad Lands near Hermosa, where it is 
now carrying on its wort A careful 
survey is being made of tho dry lake 
beds aud valleys in that locality, the 
geological formation of which is so pe- 
culiar that Professor Todd confesses 
himself puzzled by it. 


Another discovery is a tract near Pine 


Ridge on which are numerous sand 
dnnes which change their positions and 
appearance with every movement of the 
wind. 


The party is studying a hill some 80 


feet high near tho junction of Sand 
creek and the White river. The hill is 
in a constant state of vibration and has 
frequently, according to the Indians 
and a few whito settlers there, trembled 
so violently as to overturn wagons. 
Subterranean rumblings accompany the 
movement About half way up the hill 
is a bed of volcano ashes ten feet thick. 
Tho geologists think there has been a 
volcano in tho neighborhood and are 
giving tho matter the fullest investiga- 
tion.—New Vork Sun.

Cotuamptlon Care*. 


If an incentive were needed in the 


search for a cure for consumption, it 
would be found in the bequest of a re- 
cently deceased Frenchwoman, ilma 
Audiffred, who has left the sum of 
1180,000 in trust, the interest to be paid 
annually for the rest of his life to the 
physician of any nationality who dis- 
covers such a cure. If any persons still 
exist who do not believe that this dread- 
ful disease is contagious, he must be 
convinced on reading the facts in rela- 
tion to it brought out in the study of 
its prevalence in convents. A statistical 
inquiry among the C«tholio nursing or- 
ders of Germany shows that the deaths 
from tuberculosis form nearly two-thirds 
of the total deaths, and in half there- 
turns this proportion reached three- 
fourths. A case was cited where a nun 
died from the disease, and, though the 
cell was, as supposed, thoroughly puri- 
fied, two other nuns, bottphealthy wom- 
en, who tenanted the cell one after the 
other, speedily succumbed to the fatal 
malady. A minute investigation after 
the death of the third showed that the 
cord near the bed, which was attached 
to the dropping bolt of the door, had 
not been removed at any cleansing. 
This was taken away, purification again j 
resorted to, and a fourth nun took tiie 
cell, and.-after five years has shown no 
eijs»s' 'of consumption.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 6.— Reports of 


maximum temperatures received by the 
weather bureau show that the present 
warm wave is very general and is prob- 
ably the most severe during the present 
summer. 


The officials say it is very nnusnal for 


the tempemnre to reach such a high 
point in go many parts of the country 
at the same time. 


The heat is due to an area of high 


barometer which has been prevailing 
over the southern portion of the conn- 
try and low barometer in the northern 
part, which results in great waves of 
the heat coming toward the north- 
In this city the heat during the past 


few days has been intense and the ther- 
mometer reached its maximum point, 
registering 96 degrees according to the 
official readings,.thongh instruments in 
business houses and other places were 
100 and above. Notwithstanding the 
intense heat there were no prostrations. 


The predictions of the weather bureau 
are that the warm weather will contin- 
ue from the middle aud south Atlantic 
coast westward to the Mississippi river, 
though some rehef may be expected 
from thunder storms in some sections. 
The highest temperature was at Little 
Bock, Ark., at 102.

leading theaters of Sew York came under 
his management, he leased opera houses in 
Philadelphia, ban Francisco, Brooklyn and 
other cities.

Probably you re- 
member Hnvcrly's Pinafore company that 
coined money in all the large cities of the 
country. It was quito as profitable as the 
minstrels while it lusted. Then ho sent 
other Haverly companies on tho road and 
conducted the transcontinental tours of 
Mnpleenn'g Italian Opera company, at that 
time the greatest institution of the kind in 
the country. He estimated that from 1878 
to 18SO he was worth ?S, 000,000. 


At the zenith of his prosperity Jack 


Haverly announced that nest season he 
would control 60 theaters. Next season ho 
had no theaters at all. Tho bubble had 
burst, and the great amusement promoter 
disappeared from public view. 


Haverly was very liberal In the dayg of 


his success, and the daring spirit which 
made him a commanding figure in the 
amusement world led him to speculate in 
other fields. He invested largely in Colo- 
rado mining properties, and to these invest- 
ments he attributed his downfall. 


Ho had an abiding faith in them, how- 


ever, and during his eclipse ho went to 
Colorado to live, where he led a precarious 
existence. He felt sure that somo of his 
mines would pan out, bnt ho could not get 
any one to invest money 1n them, even 
during the first Cripple Creok craze. 


Wirn in tho heyday of his prosperity he 


had purchased outright a plateau known 
is Bull Hill, nine miles west of Cripple 
Creek. A shori time ago ho appeared in 
Cripple Creok with his corduroy tronsors 
tucked in his boots and a big cowboy hat 
pulled down over his eyes. His mission 
was to ink-rest pJipitallsts In Bull Hill. 
They were shy at first, but Haverly plead- 
ed most persuasively and finally induced 
two of them to look <i\er his "holes in tUe 
ground." 


They went to Bull Hill and finally eon- 


ehulix'. to chance it. He gave them half 
the property, and they agreed to put up 
tho capital Ui develop it. 
They laid tho 


land out into iniililing lots and named tho 
town Haverly 
In a few days the work- 


niou struck "pay dirt," and when tho 
nows was noised ia Cripple Creek a rush 
bogan.

the cry that the adherents of bimet 
alliam want to place the United 
States on a level with Mexico, th 
South American republics and other 
•pauper acd impoverished silver 
countries," these countries in the ag 
gregate represent a vastly greater 
population, more inclined to reciproc 
ity and with better trade advantages 
and incentives than all the gol 
countries combined, with the singl 
exception of gold standard England 
whoss meagre 37,000,000 ofpopula 
lion is overshadowed and overwhelme 
by the 354,440,000 of population o 
her colonies, dependencies and "pro 
tectorates," most of which do busi 
ness on a silver basis. "' 


A study of the population and of 


the comparativs commercial import- 
ance, in point of trade and reciproci- 
ty with this country, of all other 
countries on earth will show how rel- 
atively unimportant to us the gold 
standard countries all are, with the 
exceptions of gold-monopolist Eng- 
land and exclusiveandrestrictive Ger- 
many. The following simple tables 
give the present population, mone- 
tary trait and its value of all coun- 
tries of any importance in the world, 
which are engaged in trade and em- 
ploy silver and gold or paper tokens 
{a ercfc&nge:

The 
trade of her colonies and the coun- 
tries which she "protects" would sus- 
ain her manufactures and markets 
and provide for the .expenses of gov- 
ernment, and leave a handsome sur- 
tlus, without the profits accruing 
rom trade with independent nations. 
The list of countries in which dwell 
ihe 354,440,000 people under the di- 
rect domination of Great Britain is a 
tartling object lesson in interna- 
ional economics. 


It will be seen, therefore, -th&t *t> 


s an absolute impossibility for F.ng- 
and to put even her crown colonies 
upon a gold, or monometallic basis. 
:t also "is apparent that England 
would never consent to an interna- 
tional agreement for bimetallism 
until forced into it. But, owing to 
die vast preponderance of population 
n those countries which contribute 
liberally of their rich products to the 
irade of the world, there must of 
necessity be employed a preponder- 
ance of silver to accommodate and 
carry teat trade:^ nor is this the 
east desideratum to be considered, 
for in the nations enumerated as 
jold countries and in the bimet 
allic 
countries 
the 
population 


will have increased ten millions 
in 1900, and by 1915, at the present 
ratio of increase, there will be in 
these countries a new population of 
75,000,000 to be provided with money 
for actual use, and the ratio of in- 
crease of gold production and coinage 
the world over is not great enough to 
provide a sufficient per capita of 
money for the increased population.

000,000 of the United States be added 
to that of the other bimetallic coun- 
tries the total of people using both 
gold and silver in their trade and 
domestic affairs is raised to over 230,- 
OOOyOOO, or 34,000,000 more people in 
strictly-civilized and advanced coun- 
tries on a bimetallic basis jthan there 
are in. the gold Standard countries, 
one of which (Turkey) cannot be 
called civflfzed, and three of which 
jare dependencies. BemoviDg Turk- 
ey, JBigypt, Finland and Liberia from 
the list, the population of the gold 
basis countries would be reduced 
to 152,930,000, or 74,600,000 less peo- 
ple on a gold basis than on a bime- 
tallic basis, while if to the latter the 
population of the strictly sliver coun- 
tries be added the enormous total of 
liflSa.CST.Ul people on a bimetallic 
and purely silver basis Is found, as 
against bat 19^,539,132 of population 
on * gold basis, or nearly 5* to 1 the 
w*id over of people on a silver and 
bimetallic baeli.

The editor of the Hew York Sun has 


had prepared for political purposes a 
list of the states iuelnded in -what^ha 
nails the northeast. His" particular 
northeast includes all together 16 gtates. 
In addition to the sis in the New Eng- 
land section there are embraced in The 
Sun's northeast not only the states of 
New York, New Jersey, Pennsylvania 
and Delaware, but also Maryland, Ohio, 
Indiana, Michigan, Illinois and Wiscon- 
sin. They are the states east of the Mis-' 
gissippi and north of the Potomac and 
the Ohio. All the rest of the Union is 
classed as the south and'west in this 
unique division. Illinois and-Wisconsin 
would probably feel themselves in queer 
company at being classed as eastern 
states. Maryland wonid find it embar- 
rassing to call herself a northern state. 


The point The Sun wishes to make, 


however, is that this northeast of its 
own construction contains more than 
half the people of the Union and much 
more than half the wealth. The calcula- 
tion is based on the census of 1890. The 
wealth of the entire Union was, under 
that census, summed up to DC |65,000,- 
000,000, of which The Sun's northeast i 
owned f 87,750,000,000. The population 
of the whole country was 63,6010,000, 
that of th*» -tafes liaised, 32,000,000. 
This preponderance ia wealth and pop- 
ulation, in the judgment of The Sun's 
editor, entitles the 16 states in itsnorth- 
east to boss the rest of the Union.

We turn for con- 
solation to the contemplation jof that 
truly civilized people the Japanese, al- 
ways polite to one another, always con- 
siderate, always kindly. 


Railway Employees' Interest*. 
The law forbidding pooling combina- 


tions among railways has already been 
practically torn to tatters by decisions of 
the lower branches of the "United States 
courts. Railway companies are now 
striving to have passed through congress 
an act permitting them to properly "ap- 
portion competitive traffic." This means 
practically that they may return to the 
old and familiar "pooling" methods. 


It will also give them absolute power 


to combine against their employees to 
any '-extent' It was the combination of 
railway corporations known as the Gen- 
eral Managers' association that defeated 
the Pullman strike in the . summer of 
1894, as Mr. H. T. Newcomb of the 
United States statistics department at 
Washington shows, 


Mr. Newcomb is of opinion that the 


proposed law permitting railway cor- 
porations to combine for mutual protec- 
tion should be offset by another -in the 
interests of the nialf million or ruoro 
railway employees in this country. The 
main features of this law he describes 
in Public Opinion. In bis judgment, 
either there ought to be a separate com- 
mission appointed by the United States 
government or the powers of the present 
interstate commerce commission ought 
to be enlarged to examine into all griev- 
ances of railway employees or their or- 
ganizations. The law should .protect 
sach employees from discharge during 
the 
investigation.

should also be prohibited during such 
investigations.

g£ve a general talk on teachers, after 
which Prof. Kaiser, principal of the 
Urbana High School, gave a talk on 
Mathematical Geography and ex- 
plained the methods of teaching 
Astronomy. 
After a vocal duet, Mr. 


Miller spoke on Theory and Practice., 
or, the Teacher and the idower. To 
the botanist the flower consists of 
four parts. He based the teacher's 
work on four parts. One requisite of 
a typical flower is that it most be 
perfect—it must have the stamens 
and the pistils. Secondly it must he 
complete; it must have the calyx and 
the carolla. Thirdly, it must be 
regular: all parts must be alike. 
In the fourth place, it must be sym- 
metrical; there must be the same num- 
ber in each of the parts. Very few 
flowers are typical; one of them is 
the flax, the plant used so much. 


The teacher mast be perfect, phys- 


ically ana intellectually. 
Every 


teacher should be healthy. A strong 
mind must be in a strong body. 
Most of the great men possessed a 
strong, healthy body. No teacher 
with poor health should enter the 
school room. A teacher shoald have 
mastered as far as possible the sub- 
ject in which he will instruct. 


Under the second head—his knowl- 


edge ought to be clear, distinct, ade- 
quate, exhaustive; should have clear 
understanding of the subject; should 
be able to make a comparison and 
show where it differs from something 
similar. The teacher should be an 
adequate one; be sufficient on "the 
subject in hand. 
His information 


must be exhaustive; he must be a6le 
to tell everything that may be asked 
concerning the subjects pupils study. 


The teacher should be regular— 


that is, he ought to have the various 
branches equally mastered and know 
as much of one as any other for which 
he is paid to teach. Develop pupils 
equally in the various branches. Use 
the golden mean in your 
work. 


Don't taie time for one branch to the 
exclusion of another. 


The. teacher should be symmetrical 


—moral, even, temperate; a true 
example of what every American cit- 
izen should be.

Professor Octave Chanute, who is one of 


Ose leading spirits of the enterprise, will 
probably tm-nish one of the most; interest- 
ing exhibits to be seen at the convention. 
For many years he lias been employed in 
constructing an airship, and his invention 
is now about perfected. 


Airship is the proper name for Professor 


Chanute's machine. -When in operation, it 
looks very much like a ship under fall sail 
The frame, which supports a man, is of 
willow and spruce, shaped in a general 
way hie » canoe, save that there is a 
greater curvature of deck plane and keel. 
TMs frame Is light, though rigid to a de- 
gree, and sufficiently strong to support a 
nian above the average weight 


Six pairs of -wings eitend from the 


frame. The ribs for these are of -willow, 
covered with & light silk saturated in a 
preparation of gun eottoa sufficiently 
strong to prevent penetration by either 
water or air. Each wing is curved on a 
parabola of one-twelfth of Its width of two 
feett andeach a 7 feet long, thus furnish-" 
ing a surface of something over 15 feet 
square. The outside ends of the wings are 
connected with a width of prepared silk 
acting as a keel to the airship 


The most Important feature is an auto- 


matic regulator, which keeps the wings 
at anangtewith the plane of air current 
through which the machine is carried, and 
is. so arranged that the direction of the 
current has no effect 


Another distinguished scientist who will 


attend the convention is Professor S. P 
Langley of the Smitnsonian institution at 
Washington, who has Mmaelf invented a, 
machine that bag dfnnotistrated its utfiiiy 
to several partially successful trials. 


Professor Langley's airship will attract 
much attention at Boston. 


Professor Langley has discovered at 


Washington a youth of 16 -who is some- 
thing of a prodigy Royce Nokes is the 
boy 'i name, and he has invented an airship 
which Professor Langley says is built on 
correct principles. As the 'first model, a 
small one, wss ablo to lift aweieht of

with no greater wonder working weapon 
than a pillow, may create for himself 
phantaamical delusions beside which all 
mesmeric suggestions are but the flat- 
test of dull commonplace." 


Because people are afraid of being 


thought superstitions with regard to 
dreams there has been an unscientific 
avoidance of the whole topic, which is 
no less superstitious and puerile, the 
consequence of which foolish revulsion 
has been that one of the most curious 
functions of tbe brain is still in a period 
of universal investigation—left unes- 
amined and unexplained.

proving the Chicago platform, has not 
created surprise among those who have 
known what was going on in the cabi- 
net. 
Hoke's political future depends 


upon his loyalty to the Democratic ticket 
at this time, and had he allowed his 
Atlanta Journal to come out against 
Bryan he could never have expected to 
maintain any political standing in 
Georgia hereafter.
